On the top of the Spanish-lanzuage 
return address appeared the letters, "DYTA" - just like that = ail capitals with 
no periods between the letters. That.'a a very odd combination of letters for 

a Spanish-language acronym, especially with that "¥" in there. Some of the serious 
DXters interested in clandestine stations even tried to locate an organization 

or group with those initials in lanyguaves other than Spanish ~ but no luck. After 
a lot of digging in a lot of libraries { think I finally cracked the slusive 
"DYTA" and was in the process of following up on the lead when the station chose 
to drop out of sight and sound - alan, we were about a month too late it seems. 

No connection between the two aventn ‘though it would make a good story for a pulp 
Magazine... We evantualiy tracked down a company which in previous years 

made use of the acronym "DYTA" - exactly as it appeared on the Libertad QSL's - 
in, of all places, the Caracas phona iMractory (an old edition). It's an odd 
acronym for the Spanish name of a amal! company in Caracas dealing in certain 
specialized technical services and 11. is (was?) located a couple of blocks from 
the branch Post Office where Libertad had their Post Box. And, interestingly 
enough, also very near the United Slates Babassy. So it could be that this little 
concern was some sort of cover for hallo Libertad: the chance that the only group 
or company that could be located anywhere in the world with the acronym "DYTA" 
would be located within a couple of tilorks of Radio Libertad's mail drop in 
Caracas is pretty small you've got to admit... If any of cur members happen to 

be planning to visit Caracas in the near future and want to do a little snooping 
around, I'll be glad to give you tha numa and address of "DYTA" ~ who knows, you 
might have some interesting experianoan if you nosed around enough! Thus endeth 
our annual visit to the murky depths ff Hlack Radio... (Ed) F.s. - if you go to 
visit "DYTA", try wearing a Rollex wrintwatch - it might confuse them, hi,

While ene o 
these stations have highly sophisticated studios and facilities, ney re on ¥ 
supposed to cover the immediate area and operate by virtue of the "fleapower 
provision of the FCCls Fart 15 - the same loophole that permits the use of ¥ 
unlicensed CB transceivers over short ranges. Since these restricted aaa 
stations are not supposed to be audible at any distance from the buildings being 
served, FCC field offices usually aren't aware that they even exist, 


rrier current station will use a transmitter capable of developing 
up ioe ae a rie broadcast band - but intentionally mismatched into a very 
poor antenna designed to "restrict the radiation” and thus prevent the station 
from running afoul of Part 15. Call letters are usually chosen by the station to 
provide hendy slogans - regardless of whether or not the FCC has es sane 
call for use elsewhere! Around Horton, for example, we've got WVBC (Voice = 
Boston College"), WHBS ("Harvard {luniness School"), WES ("Wellesley Broadcasting 
Servicett), etc. Many of these stul.lons use high quality audio and aeiee 
equipment and usually have crysta! controlled transmitters (but the crys q 
aren't usually temperatura contro! Iwi ao carrier drifts of a few hundred cycles 
are common). Several companies manufacture high quality transmitters for carrier 
eurrent application and the audio quality is usually very good = in contrast to 
most bootleg operations. 


The schools that set up thean stations are faced with a very difficult 
engineering problem: while the signa! strength has to be quite strong in a ; 
buildings of interest in order to overcome the electrical interference produce 
by florescent lights and other devices, the radiation must be kept to a baa 
level on the eutside if the station in to remain legal under the provisions 
Part 15 (see Appendix for values). 


If the stetion is well-deslgnet and is operating legally, the signal should 
fall to inavwdibility (4.6,, to the atmospheric noise level) in a fraction of a 
uile. In order to provide strong slynals inside the buildings with a minimun e 
external radiation, many of these atalions feed their RF signals directly into the 
college phone or power lines instea! of to a conventional antenna. 
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Use of power or phone lines (especially when the college has its own systems} 
to restrict radiation usually is quite effective although static levels inside the 
builéings can sometimes provide severe QRM. But sometimes even a carefully 
designed system can begin to radiate large amounts of signal - thus lettine the 
Dx'er have a chance at some vorv rare Di. WVBC at Boston College never got more 
than a couple of blecks until a Telephone Company workman acoldently tied tha 
internzl college phone lines into the Rell Svstem Lines; with every phone line in 


Boston acting as an antenna, WVBC's sipnal suddenly covered about half of the 
State, 


With the advent. of the SCR lirht dimmer (which wil] prohably cro dew in MW DY 
history as the most disastrous innovation aince the all~-nirhter), the static level 
in many buildings has greatly risen in the last few years; as a result, stations 
that've been free of static in the past have been forced to experiment with 
hirher powers and more efficient. antennas in oréer to provide satisfectory 
coverage on camnus. WXPN, the Iniversity of Pennsvivania's carrier current station, 
recently decided to try out a lonewire to boost the signal of their 25 watt 
transmitter on 731 kHz. This definitely impreved their si:nal on the Penn 
campus = but it also added New Jersey, New York, and Massachusetts to their cover~ 


age areal Needless to sav, that, antenna desien was scranned once thay discovered 
how much it radiated, 


Tn schools with dormitortes and othar living groups scattared over a wide area, 
stations often use a number of small transmitters located in aach boi lding and fed 
audio from a central studio by means of audio lines. Thean multinia installations 
almost inevitably use crystal controlled transtitters all oparaling on (about) the 
Same frequency and usually accommlish their foal of good local reception without 
external radiation quite wall. }'rom tima-to-tine, however, rosidanta of one of 
the buiidings will deetde lo install a better antenna withoni. holbaring to tell the 
station enginears - and these mxiified installations often radlato enough sivynal 


to be audible at wreat distances, The sirnals from thasa miliiple tnatallatdons = 
when they do get ont ~ usually feature o characteristic loweptbehed “erowh" eanand 
by the heterodyning of many carr\era on slightly different. fraqvenelaa.

Tt's usually necessary to visit or at least phone the mlalion anpluner mao 
starter.

sophisticated your equipment the less alarmed the station rarnounel wiht unuel ty 
be ~ but in almost every cage the engineers will-assume thal over rallal fame dn 
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indeed taking place. Take care to explain to the station that many other carrier 
current stations hava had this same trouble and reassure then that you're not 
connected with the FCC. Be sure to mention any other carrier current stations that 
you might have logged and it's always a big help to have some other carrier current 
QSL's to showe 


Be frank and open about the problem of over-radiation and volunteer to provide 
comparative signal strength reports when the station takes steps to try te limit 
their radtation - which they'll almost inevitably do. If the station is using 2 
nuaber of parallel transmitters and it appears that only one is over-radiating, 
volumteer to listen as the station takes the units off the air one at a time in an 
ettempt to track down the culprit. The more helpful you ara to the station the 
more likely you'll be to get a QSL - this based on our experiences with the stations 
audible here in the Boston area. 


The station will naturally be vary reluctant to provide documentary evidence 
of over-radiation unless they're convinced that it won't find its way to the FCC. 
Unless the station personnel are more casual than they ought to be, don't expect 
more than an illegible signeture soribbled on a prepared card. Talking a distant. 
carrier current station out of a spacific QSL letter on a station letterhead is 
perhaps the highest accomplishment in the verification extractor's art!

APPENDIX. Part 15.202 of the PCC rogulations deals with the legal limits for 
‘incidental radiation" and, in addition to the familiar 100 mitliwatt mit used 
for CB equipment, provides an additional criterion more applicable to carrier 
current stations. ‘The field strength, in microvolts per meter, as measured 100 
feet from the station cannot exonal

Fer 2 station on 640 kHz this worka out to a value of about 38 nicrovolts/meter at 
100 feet; by way of contrast, the nlgnal put out by a powerful commercial station 
can be more than a million times an powerful at the same distance! How far the 
station will actually carry dependa upon a number of factors such as ground 
conductivity and, most importantly, the background noise level at the receiver. 

‘In an area with absolutely no electrical interference the background noise level 

is solely produced in the atmosphern and amounts to about 1 microvolt per meter 

on 640; given averaga ground condunlivity the 640 signel will travel a bit over one 
ile before it falls to the backgrmmd noise level, In a typical city the back- 
ground noise level is determined hy ihe aceunulated electrical interference from 
appliances, etc., and is many tinen lilgher than the atmospheric noise level; as a 
result the typical legal carrier current signal will be audible for only a few 
blocks before it's overcome by the lucnl noise. Unless you're in an extremely 
quiet locality and have en extremely sansitive raceiver, reception further than 
about 1 wile can be taken as a prally good indication that the station is radiating 
more than allowad under part 15. Hara in the Boston area we've got at least 11 of 
these stations and all but two of (hem are known to have over-radiated at one time
